They will now invest their money in 
enterprises that will prove a blessing in- 
stead of a curse to the nation. 

‘Such exorbitant prices will be charged 
for the supply on hand that none but the 
rich can afford to buy the stuff. If the rich 


men are foolish enough to destroy their. 


health with whisky, they will at least be 
harming only themselves. Their families 
will not have to suffer for want of bread be- 
cause thféy,spend their money in barrooms. 

Those foolish wage and salary earners 
who have been giving to the saloon keepers 
what their wives and children should have 
had for the purchase of necessities, will find 


the law of supply and demand, applied to . 


whisky, freeing them of their bondage.
